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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNCIL 

I am pleased to submit this review of the Town Council’s deliberations and 
action items for 2015. 

In dealing with the required financial obligations we implemented the 
following for Fiscal Year 2015. We reviewed and established a town 
operating budget of $82 million, approved FY16 Capital Improvement Plan 
of $4.5 million, established Water and Sewer rates, approved the Community 
Preservation Committees recommendation for FY 2016 expenditures of 
Community Preservation Act funds, and we approved a local property tax 
rates for residential and commercial property owners. 

Other items this year included the approval of a solar energy agreement that 
will save 12% on future energy spending. The sale of Devine school was 
planned and put out for bid. We will review qualified proposals and make a 
decision in early 2016. We voted to present our commitment to a Single 
Water Treatment plant to the Tri-town board and chose to not endorse the 
option for using the Massachusetts Water Resource Authority as our source 
of water. 

Working together with the School Department, we continued our Joint 
meetings maintaining our discussions on leading our schools to a higher level 
of achievement and support the work done by the school Committee. 

We continued our work of managing certain licensing functions. We 
considered and chose to present a ballot question to allow the voters to select 
whether to establish a town licensing board to handle all licenses or to have 
the Council to be responsible to act as the licensing board. 

We worked on major capital projects throughout the year. These include the 
replacement of the North Randolph Fire Station, the expansion and 
modernization of our Police Station, the renovation of the Turner Free 
Library, and the building of an Intergenerational Community Center. We 
voted to proceed with the first three and have gone out to bid. The 
Community Center is scheduled to come before the Council for a funding 
decision early in 2016.

I In- past year wns a trying year for municipal resources as we ensured the 
highest annual snowfall in recorded history over the first few months of 
’(II v I )I‘W crews and private contractors were dispatched throughout the 
end of January and through February to deal with a series of massive 
snowstorms that stretched our human and financial resources. Randolph 
responded better than most communities and I am grateful for the dedicated 
efforts of our Public Works Department. I especially wish to mention the 
work of Superintendent David Zecchini who retired in November after 
decades of dedicated and meritorious service to the people of Randolph. 

The Town progressed on capital building improvements, beginning 
construction on a new fire station in North Randolph, an addition and 
renovation of the Randolph Police Station, and a renovation of the Turner 
Free Library. 

The new North Randolph Station will allow for an allocation of apparatus 
that better matches the town’s call volumes. We have conducted a 
comprehensive fire study to measure our community and department’s needs 
and we are responding accordingly. The station is being built by JJ Cardosi. 

Our efforts at the police station will allow for much better working 
conditions for an expanding department; a department whose role has grown 
substantially since they moved into 41 South Main Street. The general 
contractor for the project is Page Construction. Vertex is the project manager 
and KB A is the architect for both public safety projects. 

The Turner Free Library renovations will help meet the changing needs for a 
21 st century community library. More spaces for group study, tutoring, 
relaxing, and socializing will be added in a way to still allow for areas of 
quiet study and reading. The library is becoming a vibrant hub of 
programming and activity in Randolph. G&R Construction is the general 
contractor for the project. 

We continued to hold numerous public meetings and design charrettes in the 
hopes of building a new intergenerational community center in 2016-2017. 
More than 140 people have attended a variety of meetings over the past year. 

The Town continues its implementation of the pavement management plan, 
paving an additional twelve new streets thus past year. We hope to continue 
maximizing our paving dollars by doing so in a planned and efficient 
manner. 
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An exciting new outdoor playground opened at Belcher Park this year. The 
Cochato Challenge Course is a small-ropes course that provides multiple 
challenges to skills, balance, and teamwork. The facility is geared toward 
age groups not typically served by traditional playground equipment. 

The Town launched an initiative to fully retrofit its street lights with all LED 
lights. This initiative is more environmentally-friendly and will cut the 
town’s budget substantially. The new lights are also more reliable and better 
for public safety purposes.

Authorization By The Randolph Town Council To Petition The General 
Court To Enact Legislation To Amend The Charter Of The Town Of 
Randolph: 1) To Provide For A Single Licensing Board; and 2) To 
Provide For Town Councilors To Receive An Annual Salary 

The Randolph Town Council hereby authorizes a petition to the General 
Court to enact legislation to amend the Charter of the Town of Randolph as 
follows: 

CHAPTER_AN ACT AMENDING THE TOWN CHARTER FOR THE 

TOWN OF RANDOLPH 

SECTION 1. The charter of the town of Randolph, as appearing in section 3 
of chapter 2 of the acts of 2009 and as amended by chapter 98 of the acts of 
2013 and as otherwise amended by the said town pursuant to law, a copy of 
which charter is on file in the office of the archivist of the commonwealth as 
provided in section 12 of chapter 43B of the General Laws, is hereby 
amended by striking out the second paragraph of subsection (a) of section 2- 
5 of article 2. 

SECTION 2. The town attorney shall cause the following questions to be 
placed on the official ballot to be used in the town of Randolph at the next 
town election that is more than 35 days after passage of this act: 

Question One: Shall the Town amend the town charter to designate 
the 7-member licensing board consisting of the Randolph police 
chief, the Randolph fire chief, the Randolph building inspector, the 
Randolph health inspector and 3 town residents as the town licensing 
authority for all licenses?

Question Two: Shall the Town amend the town charter to designate 
the Randolph Town Council as the town licensing authority for all 
licenses? 

Yes_No_ 

The town attorney for the town of Randolph shall prepare a summary of the 
ballot questions which shall appear on the ballot along with the questions 
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provided in this section. Instructions to voters regarding the effect of their 
vote shall also be included on the ballot. 

Section 3. If neither question one nor question two set forth in section 2, 
passes by a majority of the votes cast, then none of the amendments 
contained in section 1 or section 4 of this act shall take effect and the town of 
Randolph shall continue with its present form of licensing boards. If either 
question one or question two set forth in said section 2 passes by a majority 
of the votes cast, section 1 shall take effect and that form of licensing board 
that has obtained the majority of favorable votes shall take effect in 
accordance with the terms set forth below in Section 4. 

If both question one and question two set forth in section 2 pass by a majority 
of the votes cast, section 1 shall take effect and the proposed form of 
licensing board that obtains the highest number of votes cast in favor shall 
take effect in accordance with the terms set forth below in Section 4. 

Section 4. If, pursuant to section 3, a single licensing board is approved as 
the result of affirmative votes on question one set forth in section 2, the 
charter is hereby amended as follows: 

a. By striking out the words “set forth in this subsection” in the 
first paragraph of subsection (b) of section 2-5 of article 2 of 
the charter. 

b. By striking out the words “licensed businesses” in the first 
paragraph of subsection (b) of section 2-5 of article 2 of the 
charter and inserting in place thereof the following: 
“licenses.” 

c. By striking out the words “and 3 alternates,” in the second 
paragraph of subsection (b) of section 2-5 of article 2 of the 
charter and inserting in place thereof the following: “. The 
license board shall have 3 alternates,”. 

d. By inserting the word “by” between the words 
“recommended” and “the council” in the third paragraph of 
subsection (b) of section 2-5 of article 2 of the charter 

e. By striking out the sixth paragraph of subsection (b) of 
section 2-5 of article 2 of the charter and inserting in place 
thereof the following: “The license board shall have 
authority and jurisdiction over licenses issued under local or 
General Laws of the commonwealth, including licenses 
issued pursuant to chapter 138 or 140 of the General Laws.” 
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If, pursuant to section 3, a single licensing board is approved as the result of 
affirmative votes on question two set forth in section 2, the charter is hereby 
amended as follows: 

a. By striking out the words “There shall be a license board and 
it shall be the licensing authority of the town of Randolph, 
and shall,” in the first paragraph of subsection (b) of section 
2-5 of article 2 of the charter and inserting in place thereof 
the following: “There shall be a licensing board in the town 
of Randolph. The town council shall be the licensing board 
and licensing authority of the town of Randolph and all 
references to a ‘license board’ or ‘license authority’ for the 
Town of Randolph shall be deemed to refer to the town 
council. The license board shall,”. 

b. By striking out the words “set forth in this subsection” in the 
first paragraph of subsection (b) of section 2-5 of article 2 of 
the charter. 

c. By striking out the words “licensed businesses” in the first 
paragraph of subsection (b) of section 2-5 of article 2 of the 
charter and inserting in place thereof the following: 
“licenses.” 

d. By striking out the second paragraph of subsection (b) of 
section 2-5 of article 2 of the charter. 

e. By striking out the third paragraph of subsection (b) of 
section 2-5 of article 2 of the charter. 

f. By striking out the fourth paragraph of subsection (b) of 
section 2-5 of article 2 of the charter. 

g. By striking out the fifth paragraph of subsection (b) of 
section 2-5 of article 2 of the charter. 

h. By striking out the sixth paragraph of subsection (b) of 
section 2-5 of article 2 of the charter and inserting in place 
thereof the following: “The license board shall have 
authority and jurisdiction over licenses issued under local or 
General Laws of the commonwealth, including licenses 
issued pursuant to chapter 138 or 140 of the General Laws.” 
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SECTION 5. The town attorney shall cause the following question to be 
placed on the official ballot to be used in the town of Randolph at the next 
town election that is more than 35 days after passage of this act: 

Shall the Town amend the Town Charter to provide that, 
notwithstanding any general or special law to the contrary, 
commencing on January 1, 2016, each town council member shall be 
paid an annual salary in the amount of five thousand dollars 
($5,000), but shall not be eligible to receive any town benefits as the 
result of being a town council member, including town health 
insurance.

If a majority of votes cast in answer to the question is in the affirmative, said 
charter is hereby amended by striking out subsection (a) of section 2-4 of 
article 2 of the charter and inserting in place thereof the following 
subsection: 

(a) Salary - Notwithstanding any general or special law to the 
contrary, commencing on January 1, 2016, each town council 
member shall be paid an annual salary in the amount of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000), but shall not be eligible to receive any 
town benefits as the result of being a town council member, 
including but not limited to town health insurance, town life 
insurance, town dental insurance, town disability insurance, town 
sick time, town personal time or town vacation time. Nothing in 
this paragraph shall affect the eligibility of council members to 
participate in the Norfolk County Retirement System, or any 
other Massachusetts retirement system, as otherwise provided for 
by law. Nothing in this paragraph shall affect any local, state or 
federal tax withholding requirements or any other federal 
requirements applicable to paid local elected officials. 

SECTION 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Council Order: 2015-003 

Order Designating Certain Property as Surplus, Declaring the 
Availability of Such Property for Disposition, Subject to Restrictions, 
and Determining the Value of Such Property. 
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The Randolph Town Council hereby designates the property described below 
(the “Property”) as surplus property of the Town, hereby declares the 
Property available for disposition, subject to the below restrictions, and 
hereby determines that the value of the Property is equal to the current one- 
hundred percent municipal assessment of the Property’s value, which is six- 
million four-hundred-seventy-nine-thousand dollars and zero cents 
($6,479,000.00). 

PROPERTY DESCRIPTION- 

The Property (often referred to as the “Devine School properties”) consists of 
the following four lots: 

The primary lot (ID 12-B-028.00) is a 2.31 acre lot that housed the Devine 
Elementary School. This lot which has frontage on Old Street, a narrow one¬ 
way residential street, contains the former 2 Vi story school building and a 
substantial asphalt parking area. The school building is the original wood- 
frame structure constructed in the 1920’s and an addition which was added in 
the 1950’s. The lot is comprised of a large asphalt parking area that 
surrounds the entire school building. 

The secondary lot (ID 12-B-017.00) is a large 13-acre field behind the school 
property. It is primarily flat with trees lining the western buffer area between 
residential lots on Flint Locke Road. This lot is directly adjacent to the 
school building lot and due west of the school. 

The third lot (ID 12-B-016.00) is a 1.62 acre lot that is primarily natural 
overgrowth and vegetation. The Town would maintain a utility easement on 
the property. 

The fourth lot (ID 12-B-029.00) is a small (0.08 acre) driveway/alleyway 
next to the school. 

Restrictions on Disposition: 

The sale of the Property shall be subject, at minimum, to the following terms: 

EFP Process: The Town will conduct a Request for Proposal process for the 
disposition of the Property that is designed to comport with the following 
goals: The vision for this endeavor is to transform the Property into a vibrant 
re-use that benefits the North Randolph Business District; is compatible with 
the surrounding neighborhoods; comports with the Town’s Master Plan; adds 
to the overall quality of life in our community; and considers the entire area 
as a redevelopment and reinvestment opportunity. The highest and best use 
for the Property may be a commercial use that creates jobs for Randolph 
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residents and increases the Town of Randolph’s commercial tax base. A 
commercial use that provides substantial enough employment to create 
economic benefits to the surrounding small business community would be 
considered an advantageous proposal. Any proposed use must be a use that 
is in harmony with the North Randolph Business District and surrounding 
residential neighborhoods. 

Condition of the Property: The Property for disposition will be made 
available “AS IS” and the conveyance shall be subject to all restrictions and 
conditions of record, insofar as they may be in force and applicable to the 
Property. 

M.G.L. ch. 21E : The Town has not undertaken a full Chapter 21E study for 
the Property. As part of the disposition the Town shall not warrant that the 
Property is free and clear of any contamination as defined by Chapter 2IE. 
The buyer will be required to assume all responsibilities for any 
contamination and will be required to hold the Town harmless for any costs 
to clean the property of any contamination. 

Subdivision/Permits/Approvals: The buyer will be required to bear all costs 
and responsibilities for obtaining subdivision approval, site plan approval 
and releases for any easements, covenants, or any other restrictions that may 
be present on the Property. 

A pproval : The Randolph Town Council must approve the disposition of the 
property. 

Land Disposition Agreement : The buyer must execute a Land Disposition 
Agreement with the Town as part of the sale agreeing to complete the 
development of the Property substantially as proposed and in the time frame 
proposed, and subject to any terms of use contained in the proposal, 
consistent with M.G.L. ch. 184, which agreement will be recorded and run 
with the land. The Land Disposition Agreement shall include a provision 
stating that, if the project does not break ground within three years from the 
date of transfer of the Property, the Town retains the right to take back title to 
the Property at no cost.

Remarkable things have been occurring in Randolph Public Schools as it 
embarked on a plan of continuous improvement to address specific areas of 
weakness as identified in the initial 2010 Massachusetts Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education (DESE) District Review. The DESE 
mandated Accelerated Improvement Plan (AIP) has been recently embedded 
in RPS Goal 1 and each year this plan is refined and enhanced to more 
effectively address student needs. 

The district has become more engaged in deliberate acts focusing on strategic 
planning to effectively implement and accurately measure progress. 

RPS enrollment trends have steadily held close to 3,000 students over the last 
8-9 years since the high of almost 5,900 in 1979. There were some deep 
declines in the late 90’s and mid 2000’s, but last year we saw elementary 
enrollments of 1,430; the second highest since 2007 when the overall RPS 
enrollments were 3,450. The 2015-2016 student enrollments for grades 6 - 
12 have seen a slight increase of more than 50 students. This is consistent 
with the 2014-2015 enrollments as 6 th grade classes were the largest since 
2006, and the secondary enrollment (6 th to 12 th grade) has grown by more 
than 60 students.

Enrollments have fluctuated, as will all school systems, but minimally, in 
previous years. Randolph has actually had an overall upward trend in recent 
years. The fact is that students have been opting to participate in school 
choice, attend private schools, charter schools and neighboring districts for 
well over 10 years.

Our Global Leadership Academy, at Randolph High School, is growing and 
will see its first official cohort in fall 2017. The program objective is to 
provide an educational experience that will educate students to be leaders 
who will be sensitive to and cognizant of the changing realities in the 
international community and how it affects them individually. It will 
incorporate the focus on cultural predispositions, historical underpinnings, 
systems of governance, and diversity of interests in the global arena.

> Use conceptual understanding, exploring knowledge across a range

The program will require students to take at least four AP classes, complete 
120 community service hours, complete an internship, capstone project, and 
travel abroad as the culminating activity. Students will be exposed beginning 
in 6 th grade to ensure their readiness for the rigorous academic program. 

Extra-curricular activities are very important to a well-rounded student. In 
RPS they continue to excite as more students are participating in after-school 
clubs and activities including music as early as grade 4. The district’s 
athletic program is successfully competing as a member of the highly 
competitive South Shore League. Our teams continue to increase their 
number of wins and are routinely recognized for their excellent 
sportsmanship. 

DESE continues to visit our schools on a monthly basis and meets with team 
members and reviews documents and interacts with administrators, teachers, 
and students. Throughout the year each DESE meeting continues to 
highlight our progress and monitors those areas in which we still need to 
grow. We are seeing concrete evidence sustainable progress that is being 
made in the teaching and learning process in all of our schools. 

As we strengthen our effectiveness in ensuring that our parents and 
community are more engaged with our schools, there continues to be 
collaboration between the School Committee and the Town Council to 
further enhance the teaching and learning process. Parent involvement is a 
critical component to the success of our children, and we continue to work to 
more transparent and solicit feedback from all stakeholders.

Blue Hills Regional Technical School continues its commitment to provide 
high caliber academic and vocational instruction to district students in grades 
nine through twelve, and to others through postgraduate training. The nine 
towns in the district include Avon, Braintree, Canton, Dedham, Holbrook, 
Milton, Norwood, Randolph, and Westwood. 

Mr. James P. Quaglia is the Superintendent-Director. Marybeth Nearen 
serves as the Vice Chair and Randolph Representative of the Blue Hills 
Regional District School Committee. 

The Committee meets on the first and third Tuesday of each month at 7:00 
p.m. in the William T. Buckley District School Committee Meeting Room 
(Room 207A) at the school at 800 Randolph St., Canton. The public is 
invited to attend.

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Blue Hills noted two key milestones this year: the 50 th anniversary of the 
school, and the launch of a new technical program, Criminal Justice. 

Late in 2004, Gov. Mitt Romney announced the inception of the John and 
Abigail Adams Scholarships, which are given to high school students in 
recognition of their outstanding MCAS scores. The scholarships entitle the 
recipients to four years of free tuition at any University of Massachusetts 
campus or any participating state or community college in Massachusetts. 
Fifty members of the Class of 2016 earned this prestigious honor announced 
in the fall of 2015, including Randolph students Christopher Andrade, Alyssa 
Campbell, Kelton Chery, Leicina Fernandes, Launa Jenkins, Vashayla

Eleven students from Blue Hills Regional Technical School in Canton earned 
medals at the SkillsUSA District I Conference at Greater New Bedford 
Regional Vocational Technical High School on February 27, 2015. One 
student, Chinedu Ibiam of Randolph, was a SkillsUSA State Officer 
Candidate. The advisor to the Blue Hills chapter of SkillsUSA is Mr. Robert 
Foley. SkillsUSA is a national organization for vocational students that helps 
them develop their abilities in their chosen technical area, along with good 
citizenship, poise, a strong work ethic and an appreciation of individual 
efforts as well as teamwork. SkillsUSA is particularly well-known for the 
competitions it sponsors at the local, district, state and national levels at 
which students can vie with their peers to receive gold, silver, or bronze 
medals for achievement. The Blue Hills medalist from Randolph was Jessica 
Yerly, who earned a silver medal in Early Childhood Education. 

The annual William A. Dwyer Chapter of the National Honor Society (NHS) 
Induction Ceremony was held on May 1, 2015. Ten new members were 
welcomed including Randolph students Alyssa Campbell, Myle Hally, Alissa 
Carey and Daniel Obichie. Taisha Cotard of Randolph served as NHS 
treasurer. 

Members of the Neponset Valley Sunrise Rotary Club had their annual Blue 
Hills breakfast meeting on May 6, 2015 at the school’s student-run 
restaurant, where they honored several outstanding young men and women 
from the school with scholarships, career assistance awards, or tuition-paid 
trips to a leadership conference. The Club has had a longstanding and fruitful 
relationship with Blue Hills for many years. Among the honorees were these 
Randolph students: Christopher Bartorelli received a $1,000 scholarship; 
Anthony Ventosi was awarded a $250 career assistance award; and Corron 
Wilson was given a RYLA (Rotary Youth Leadership Award). Co-Op 
Coordinator Kim Poliseno represents Blue Hills on this Rotary Club. All are 
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grateful for the Club’s generosity in recognizing the importance of vocational 
education. 

At the Senior Scholarship and Awards Night on May 20, 2015, dozens of 
seniors received scholarships, trade awards and grants. Through the 
generosity of alumni, families, local businesses and civic organizations, Blue 
Hills Regional presented $80,000 worth of scholarships and trade awards to 
92 students in front of 400 guests, according to Lead Guidance Counselor 
Sarah Titus. Blue Hills is grateful to all the families, individuals and civic 
and municipal organizations that generously recognized these deserving 
young men and women. 

Each month on the home page of the school’s website, www.bluehills.org, 
two Students of the Month are featured. They typify the very best of what 
Blue Hills is all about - outstanding scholarship, great school spirit, excellent 
attendance record - and they are respected by peers and faculty alike. 
Randolph students chosen for this recognition in 2015 were Christopher 
Bartorelli, Milan Seawright, Myle Hally and Alyssa Campbell. 

It was another stellar year in sports for Blue Hills Regional. Blue Hills 
Regional takes great pride in all its student-athletes and coaches and 
congratulates them for their tremendous dedication and hard work. Randolph 
students who were named All-Stars included Ariana Rosa (basketball), Noel 
Francois (basketball), Joe Goggin (swimming), Joe Rull (baseball), Madison 
Harris (softball), and Orane Gordon, Kyle Howell, and Sam Neselle (track 
and field). 

On November 18, 2015, Blue Hills Regional hosted its annual Open House. 
The well-attended event allowed the public to visit classrooms and technical 
areas, speak with students, teachers, and administrators, and gather 
information about the school. 

As of October 1, 2015, total enrollment in the high school was 896 students. 
There were 277 students from Randolph. 

Commencement was held on Wednesday, June 10, 2015. Principal Jill M. 
Rossetti was master of ceremonies. In her speech to the Class of 2015, she 
said, “You can do anything. All your options are open. We gave you the 
foundation, it’s up to you to build something on it.” In his own address, 
Supt. Quaglia said, “You came here and participated in the great tradition 
that is Blue Hills. You made a difference, you made each other happy.” 
Fifty-eight students from Randolph were among the graduates. 
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The Practical Nursing Program (Postsecondary Programs Division) is a full¬ 
time program of study provided to adults on a tuition and fee basis. The 
Practical Nursing students are prepared upon graduation to take the NCLEX- 
PN (National Council Licensure Examination for Practical Nursing) through 
the State Board of Registration in Nursing. Thirty-three men and women 
graduated from the Practical Nursing program (Postsecondary Programs 
Division) at its 26th Annual Commencement held at Blue Hills on June 24, 
2015. The Class of 2015 included Karen Chicco and Geralda Jean-Duncan 
of Randolph 

Within confines of their vocational curriculum. Blue Hills students provide 
Cosmetology, Culinary, Early Education and Care, Construction services, 
Graphics and Automotive services to the district residents at below 
commercial cost. In some cases they have extended these services to local 
government and non- profits. This practice allows students to gain practical 
hands-on experience in conjunction with their classroom work. Over the 
years, residents, civic and municipal groups in the school’s member towns 
have saved considerable money by having Blue Hills students provide 
services for them.

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REPORT OF THE RANDOLPH POLICE DEPARTMENT 

Although I have reported the process of achieving certification status in past 
annual reports, it pleases me to report to the community that the Randolph 
Police Department was accredited and received its full accreditation award in 
June of 2015. The ceremony that took place on the grounds of Boston 
College in Dover was well attended by our top command staff and 
representatives of town government. I am frequently asked what the benefits 
of accreditation are. Accreditation status assures the community that the best 
practices in law enforcement today are put in place and that the process of 
evaluating department response and effectiveness is an ongoing process. In 
short, accreditation assures the professionalism of your police department in 
reporting, training, crime reduction and community relations. The Randolph 
Police accreditation manager is Lieutenant Melissa Greener. Lieutenant 
Greener is assisted by Sergeant Michael O’Neill in this ongoing process. I 
cannot begin to explain the dedication and professionalism they have 
exhibited in the accreditation project. I offer my sincere thanks to both of 
these officers for a job very well done. 

The culmination of planning the Randolph Police Modernization Project 
happened in October of 2015 when the Town Council voted to fund the 5.8 
million dollar project. With accreditation the department achieved 
operational professionalism and competence. At its completion, the 
Randolph Police Station will be a modern, state of the art law enforcement 
facility that now supports the mission of the department. My sincere thanks 
go to Town Manager David Murphy, Assistant Town Manager Brian Howard 
and the entire Town Council for recognizing the need to modernize and for 
funding this important project not only for the police department, but for the 
entire community. 

The Randolph Police Department began carrying Narcan in all police 
cruisers in 2015. The deployment of Narcan has saved lives for those who 
are overdosing on heroin or other opioids. The initial grant for the actual cost 
of the Narcan was made possible through the leadership of District Attorney 
Michael Morrissey. The Norfolk County District Attorney’s office offered 
the department a 50% grant for the cost of Narcan. To date, Randolph Police 
Officers have saved eight lives with Narcan. The first job of the police 
department is to protect lives, Narcan is doing that. Although Narcan is a 
lifesaving drug, it is not always effective and people are dying of opioid 
abuse. Our region is feeling the results of the heroin epidemic. Heroin use 
fuels the crime rate, ruins lives and puts a strain on public services. Heroin 
and opioid abuse is the public safety, public health and healthcare crisis of 
our time. No other issue worries me more than this epidemic. The Randolph 
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Police Department has responded to this epidemic by reinforcing our zero 
tolerance policy for those who sell drugs in our community. At the same 
time, the police department has been a member of Impact Quincy in 
collaboration with the public health nurse for the past three years; it is the 
goal of the program to educate about opioid addiction and educate people 
about services to treat them. I have assigned an investigator to work full time 
with the Drug Enforcement Administration Task Force in Boston as we look 
at the heroin crisis on a regional level. On the local level, the department has 
served 67 search warrants, seized over one hundred thousand dollars in illicit 
drug money, seized over one million dollars in property and real estate and 
recovered ten illegal firearms. The resulting arrests and drug violations make 
our overall crime statistics for 2015 rise for the first time in five years. 

The crime statistics for 2015 show a 12.7% increase in the overall crime rate. 
The property crime rate stayed stable over 2014, the biggest increase in the 
crime rate was in the crimes against society category. Crimes against society 
include drug offenses, drug equipment violations and weapons law 
violations. Drug and weapons crimes were up 31% over last year. Enhanced 
enforcement strategies and focus by both our investigative team and patrol 
officers made a large impact on these numbers. 

The police department welcomed six new police officers this year. Appointed 
were patrolmen Trevor Clark, Duong Tran, Gregory Nelson, Herbert Nash, 
Kevin Gilbert and Vardy Duperval. The new appointments add two more 
languages to the total of nine languages spoken by the Randolph Police 
Department. Bilingual officers added to our ranks over the past few years 
have been invaluable to the department in our daily responsibility of serving 
all those in need of our assistance. 

In July of 2015, the department honored the service of Commander John 
Courtney on the occasion of his retirement at a ceremony at a local 
restaurant. It was an evening where the department came together 
acknowledge the service and professionalism of a man who gave 35 years of 
dedicated service to the town. The entire police department wishes him many 
happy and healthy years ahead. 

While 2015 was a year filled with planning the building project and reaching 
our accreditation status, it is time now to focus on a new initiative in the 
coming year. The department will unveil its community action team 
sometime in 2016. The CAT team seeks to engage the community through 
specialized programs aimed at the senior citizen population, at risk youth, 
faith based communities, the business community and any other venue where 
we the police can actively engage in a positive way with the members of the 
community we serve. I believe this approach is the next natural step in

community policing. We look forward to starting this new initiative. Some of 
the same community policing programs the townspeople have grown to 
expect will remain or be improved and we will be seeking other constructive 
ways to engage the community. 

I must take this opportunity to thank the men and women which I serve with 
on a daily basis. The dedication to duty and quality of service exhibited by 
the officers on patrol and in investigatory roles I would match against any 
other police department in the area. Randolph is well served by these people 
and their pride and commitment show every day. 

I would like to thank the command and supervisory staff for their hard work, 
wise counsel and cooperation in the past year. Your commitment to your 
profession and the people of the Town of Randolph is appreciated and 
respected by me. 

I also would like to thank Fire Chief Richard Donovan and the Randolph Fire 
Department for the excellent working relationship our departments share. I 
thank our Town Manager David Murphy, the Town Council and all other 
department heads, departments and committees for its assistance to the 
Randolph Police Department in the past year. 

I would like to thank our police chaplain Leland Clarke for the support of our 
officers and his kindness shown to them and to the victims of crime.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 

During the year many staffing changes have occurred, new equipment has 
been put into service and maintained as well as improvements to our 
department with the assistance of the town’s capital plan. During 2015 the 
department had 4616 ambulance responses making the total department 
responses 10,153. 

This year the department recognizes Firefighter Richard Potter on his 
retirement after serving the town as a firefighter EMT for 17 years. Also, this 
year the Fire Department lost a true firefighting professional and mentor to 
those who had the privilege to have known and served with him with the 
passing of Firefighter EMT Alexander “Al” FREW. 

This year brought a great show of support for the mission of the Randolph 
Fire department as we were fortunate enough to receive funding from 
community members to purchase lifesaving equipment that we did not have 
the resources to purchase within our annual operating budget. The Randolph 
Savings Bank with the assistance of its President and CEO Jim McDonough 
generously purchased three multiple gas detection meters used to detect the 
presence of deadly gases which could be present within homes or businesses. 
Also, residents Bill and Barbara Linehan, Janice Wentzel, and Roy and 
Helen Conrad donated considerable funding to purchase two Lucas 12 
Cardio Pulmonary Resuscitation assistance devices which assist firefighters 
in the delivery of chest compressions in the process of CPR. The benefits of 
these machines are the delivery of a continued, efficient, CPR procedure 
while allowing the firefighter to perform other lifesaving techniques. 

The department continues to aggressively pursue alternate sources of revenue 
to assist us in attaining our goal of providing the best possible services for 
the community. Our focus has been directed not only on state and federal 
grant programs but to private concerns offering philanthropic assistance to 
Public Safety Departments thru private grants and gifts. The grant process is 
highly competitive and confidence can very rarely be placed in the idea that 
resources applied for will be awarded. That being said I believe it is a 
worthwhile path to follow not only to assist this department with its needs 
but to relieve stress on the town’s financial burden. 

This past year the department partnered with Randolph Public Schools. 
Randolph Police Department, and Massasoit Community College, in an 
outreach project with Randolph High School seniors and juniors. This 
initiative titled Public Safety Pathways gives an insight into the areas of 
Firefighting, Law Enforcement, and the Emergency Medical Field. During 
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this program students are trained in all aspects of Firefighting and 
Emergency Medical Response. The course consists of classroom instruction 
as well real life emergency scenarios designed to require the students to 
make decisions based on their training. At the culmination of the course 
students will be certified in CPR, CPR instruction, Epinephrine (EPI PEN) 
administration, Automatic Defibrillator usage, and trained to the first 
responder level. 

The department continues its focus on fire awareness and in home safety 
with its ongoing S.A.F.E. and Senior S.A.F.E. Programs. The S.A.F.E. 
Program this past year delivered education on fire safety to over 1,000 school 
age children. The Senior S.A.F.E Program continues to grow with the 
assistance of the Elderly Affairs Department. This program reached out to 
over 250 seniors, completed 24 home safety visits, 38 smoke alarm 
installations and 39 Carbon Monoxide installations. 

I would like to thank all of the men and women of the Randolph Fire 
Department for their unwavering devotion to the efficient and professional 
delivery of emergency services to the community. Their commitment to a 
high standard of service on a daily basis is the catalyst for the continued 
success of this department. 

I would like to thank Town Manager David C. Murphy, the Town Council 
and all other town departments for their guidance and assistance that they 
have provided our department throughout the year. In particular, I would like 
to thank Chief William Pace and the men and women of the Randolph Police 
Department for the cohesive and professional working relationship they put 
forth at all times as we work together to serve the community of Randolph.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 

The Board of Health is charged with protecting the public health and safety 
of the residents of Randolph. Some important Board of Health functions 
include: Food Inspections, Swimming Pools, Recreational Camps, Housing, 
Trash, Hazardous Waste, Communicable Disease Control and Public Health 
Nuisance Control. 

SOLID WASTE & RECYCLING PROGRAM 


TRASH: The Town disposed of 8,873 tons of solid waste in the last year, 
down from 9,073 tons. The single stream program continues to assist in 
lowering overall tonnage. 

RECYCLING: The Town generated 2,080 tons of recycling for the last year. 
Not only has the new single stream program raised our participation in 
recycling, but has also helped clean up the streets by providing a more 
contained space for recyclables. The Town hopes to increase the recycling 
rate in the upcoming years through public education and making it easier for 
residents to recycle. 

YARD WASTE/DPW YARD: The Yard Waste/DPW Yard was open every 
other week from April to November. In addition to yard waste, CRT’s, 
Electronics, Tires and Propane tanks were collected. 

EVENTS: Household Hazardous Waste Day and Town Clean-Up Day were 
the two events that were run through the Solid Waste & Recycling Program. 
Both were very successful and attained their goals. Hazardous Waste Day 
was attended by more than 500 residents of Randolph and Avon, with the 
majority being from Randolph. There were more than 15 volunteers that gave 
their time to help at Household Hazardous Waste Day as well. Thank you to 
all who attended volunteered and participated at the event. Town-wide 
Clean up Day was attended by more than 100 volunteers that took a 
Saturday, in April and November ,0 help make Randolph a cleaner and safer 
community for its residents. Thank you to all who sponsored, participated in, 
and volunteered to make the annual Clean-Up Day a success. 

GRANT: The Solid Waste & Recycling Program received a Small Scale 
Grant from Massachusetts DEP in the amount of $1,500.00, which will be 
used to purchase a fence down at the DPW yard for the Solid Waste and 
Recycling Program. 
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OTHER: Other programs and services residents can take advantage of are: 
Mercury Product Take Back, Thermostat Trade Off, Senior Discount, etc. 

PUBLIC HEALTH COMPLAINTS SOFTWARE: Approximately 1,714 
complaints were received for various health nuisances, code issues, trash and 
recycling problems which were investigated and resolved during the year. 
These complaints are recorded and tracked on the innovative SeeClickFix 
platform. The Town has also instituted a new permitting system called View 
Permit which allows for streamlined online permitting and payment. The 
system also allows for complaint tracking and cloud based document 
management. 

SWIMMING POOLS : 18 permits, for public, semi-public and private pools 
were issued. 

FOOD/LTD. FOOD SERVICE ESTABLISHMENTS: 95 permits were 
issued to restaurants and other type of operations serving food and/or drink 
for consumption on the premises. Inspections of all establishments have 
been carried out required by State Code and will continue to be monitored. 

FROZEN DESSERT ESTABLISHMENTS: 7 permits were issued. 
Inspections occur on a regular basis. 

MOBILE FOOD & TEMPORARY FOOD SERVICE ESTABLISHMENTS: 

4 permits were issued and are inspected on a regular basis. 

RETAIL & LIMITED RETAIL FOOD ESTABLISHMENTS: 64 permits 
were issued to retail & limited retail food establishments. All are being 
inspected on a regular basis. 

CATERING ESTABLISHMENTS: 9 permits were issued to operate a 
catering establishment, which are inspected at regular intervals. 

WHOLESALE/MANUFACTURING FACILITIES: 2 permits were issued 
to Wholesale/Manufacturing facilities, which are inspected on a yearly basis. 

MILK PERMITS: 92 permits were issued to establishments who serve and 
sell milk to the public. 


HEALTH CLUB: 1 Permit was issued to Health Clubs with an annual 
inspection conducted. 
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COLLECTION & DISPOSAL OF SEWAGE/GREASE: 6 permits were 
issued. 

REMOVAL, TRANSPORT. DISPOSE OF GARBAGE/OFFAL: 18 permits 
were issued. 

TOBACC O PERMITS: 47 permits were issued for the sale of tobacco 
products. 

SUNTA NNING FACILITIES: 2 permits were issued and facilities 
inspected. 

VAPOR BATHS: 1 license was issued. 

PERSO NNEL: After 28 years, dedicated Clerk Priscilla MacDougall retired. 
We all wish her well. Carol Cronin, a longtime Town employee, has taken 
the position and we look forward to her contributions in the future. We 
would like to thank the five member Board for their service and Town 
Manager David Murphy for his leadership and direction over the past year.

WIC NUTRITION PROGRAM 

The WIC program continues to offer the Town of Randolph residents its 
services and nutrition programs for women, infants and children. This 
program served a total of 1,057 participants. There were thirteen farmers 
markets in the area that participants could access locally grown food. 

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 

GENERAL INFORMATION 

The Public Health Nursing section of the Board of Health (BOH) promotes 
health and wellbeing among the residents. The nurse is the liaison to the 
Regional Opioid Overdose Reduction Coalition which serves Quincy, 
Braintree, Weymouth and Randolph. The Randolph coalition works to 
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address substance abuse issues and is working regionally to reduce the 
number of opioid overdoses. The BOH Public Health Nurse works with local 
universities and colleges providing nursing and public health intern 
preceptorships. 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASE 

All reportable communicable diseases are investigated by the Public Health 
Nurse. Confidential reports are completed and kept at the Randolph Board of 
Health as well as submitted to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. Infectious disease surveillance is done electronically. The following 
communicable diseases were reported. There were a total of 277 cases 
reported with 167 confirmed.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING AND CLINICAL PROGRAMS 

IMMUNIZATIONS AND BIOLOGICAL WASTE PROGRAM 
Selected vaccines are provided free of charge to the Randolph BOH from the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health (MDPH). This year, 147 
children were vaccinated with one or more childhood vaccines and then 
referred to a primary care provider for follow-up. Additionally, flu vaccine 
was administered in the schools as part of our NO Ouch Zone nasal flu 
vaccine campaign. 

INFLUENZA IMMUNIZATION 

The BOH began administering flu vaccine in August for the 2015-2016 
season. The Massachusetts Department of Public Health supplied flu vaccine 
for children up to 18 years of age and for adults who were uninsured or 
underinsured. Vaccine was purchased by the town to vaccinate those with 
insurance; those who were homebound or unable to come to clinics. There 
were 887 flu vaccines administered during 2015. 

KEEP-WELL CLINICS 

Keep-Well Clinics are blood pressure screenings for Randolph residents who 
are typically 65 and older. There were 36 blood pressure clinics held in 
Randolph last year. There were over 500 people who had a blood pressure 
screening at a clinic or in the office. 

TUBERCULOSIS TESTING/CASES 

Individuals of various ages had TB testing at the BOH. The test must be 
evaluated 48-72 hours after being done. There were four new cases of 
suspect or confirmed active tuberculosis, of which three were revoked. 
Additionally, there were 44 cases of TB infection (not contagious). 

OFFICE AND HOME VISITS 

Randolph residents come to the BOH for a variety of reasons including 
allergy injections. Vitamin B12 injections, injectable medication 
administration, blood pressure monitoring, or TB skin testing. This year over 
500 people obtained nursing services from the BOH. This number also 
includes individuals requiring immunizations. There were 59 home visits 
made this past year, for people who do not qualify for Visiting Nurse 
services but are homebound or have had active tuberculosis. 

EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS INITIATIVE 

The BOH Public Health Nurse led the community in preparing for public 
health emergencies. Plans for reaching the entire community with 
emergency public health messages were reviewed in meetings throughout the 
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year. In March, a full scale training exercise was conducted to test the 
emergency plans and operations for opening an emergency dispensing site. 
We continue to use funds awarded in 2014 by the Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency (MEMA) to address current planning efforts, including 
review of plans and provision of training to responding agencies during large 
scale emergencies. 

TR1 TOWN COMMUNITY HEALTH WORKER INITIATIVE 
In May, 2015, two community health workers (CHW) were hired part time as 
part of a small grant from the Community Health Alliance 20 (CHNA) to 
provide outreach and health education to the Haitian and Vietnamese 
populations of Randolph, Milton and Braintree. Since May, the CHW’s 
helped over 300 residents of Randolph to access health care, insurance, 
housing, and assisted the BOH with translation related to mandated services. 
The Path to Health Vietnamese translated website was developed and has had 
over 1200 hits since June. A weekly “Healthy Living” radio show was 
conducted in Haitian Creole through the summer months addressing health 
topics. 
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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 

The Department of Public Works respectfully submits its report for the year 
2015. 

Engineering Division 

The Engineering Division had a busy and productive year in 2015 again with 
a staff of one. The duties were widespread. Lot grading plans were reviewed 
and approved in conjunction with construction projects, as well as the 
required inspections during construction and through occupancy were 
performed. The department provided abutters lists for various board hearings 
and meetings. Field inspections were conducted on an on-going basis for any 
subdivisions that were on-going at various stages. Public Works projects that 
were worked on were varied and included assisting contractors on drainage, 
water, and roadway improvements. Street line surveys were performed for 
trees, and utility poles. 

Substantial time was spent with Engineers, Surveyors, Real Estate Brokers, 
Appraisers, Lawyers, and Contractors for plan, map, flood plain research, 
inspections of construction, and final completion of projects. Assistance is 
always given to consulting engineers that are working for the Town on a 
wide variety of projects. Assistance was given to the Town of Randolph 
Police Department on many cases with plan, map, and aerial photography 
copies as well as on-call expert witness representation. 

The department provided all Town departments with map, plan, deed, street, 
and utility research and analysis, as well as the annual update of the Town 
Assessor’s Maps and other town maps were performed as required. 

Highway Division 

This division added two new full time employees and is now staffed with 13 
full time employees. The duties of the Highway division include street 
sweeping, catch basin cleaning, pothole repair, pavement maintenance, 
traffic signal and sign maintenance, lining and striping, grounds maintenance 
of Town buildings and park areas (not including school property), roadside 
cleaning, snow and ice operations, and the maintenance of all DPW 
equipment. 

Work continued in conjunction with the development of the Pavement 
Management System. In 2014 we conducted another street by street road 
condition inspection. The last road inspection was done over 5 years ago and 
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a new road survey was needed to update the road plan. The results of this 
inspection are being used to generate an updated complete roadway condition 
inventory for the entire Town. This inventory will then be used to prepare a 
road improvement capitol plan by which road improvements will be 
scheduled. Road improvements will be based on available Town funds and 
Chapter 90 State Aid funds. The updated pavement management plan will 
continue to serve as the tool for long range road improvement planning. All 
of our roadway improvement projects are coordinated with other utility 
improvements and upgrades. 

The 2015 road construction season saw the following roadway improvement 
projects completed: Oak Street (from Webster Street to Devine Road), 
McAuliffe Road, Devine Road, Fitch Terrace (from Beverly Terrace to 
Stoughton Street) West Street (from North Main Street to Mazzeo Drive), 
Centre Street (from South Street to Union Street), South Street (from Centre 
Street to the town Line, and Old Street (from North Main Street to Canton 
Street). Projects that were slated for 2015 that were not done and will be the 
first streets worked on in 2016 are Vine Street and Fowler Street. Other 
streets to be done in 2016 will be determined using the road improvement 
capitol plan and also roadway inspections to determine any roadway 
deterioration following the winter season. Small paving repair projects were 
also completed along with a continuation of the crack sealing program. Crack 
sealing is an important process in maintaining roads so they do not 
deteriorate after other improvements have been completed on them. The 
DPW Supt. Will work closely with Town Manager David Murphy on the 
continuation of the roadway improvement program and constant search for 
any available state and federal grants to aid in funding these projects. 

The winter season in 2015 produced record snowfall and cold temperatures. 
Winter did not really begin until late January 2015 but unprecedented 
snowfall and cold followed in the month of February. The DPW staff and 
equipment along with hired equipment worked nearly round the clock to 
battle to keep roads open for public safety vehicles and the motoring public 
along with sidewalks for foot traffic. An unfortunate byproduct of these long 
hours was unprecedented spending which was seen by all Mass cities and 
towns. Hopefully Mother Nature will look favorably upon us for the 2015- 
2016 winter season. 

This division also worked closely with Town Manager David Murphy, 
Administrative Assistant Anne Barkhouse, and The Randolph Garden Club 
in all of the ongoing efforts to beautify the Town. The DPW looks forward to 
the continuation of this work in 2016. Many of the projects completed to date 
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have gone a long way in improving the appearance of the Town and 
hopefully brightening the spirit of Randolph citizens. 

Roadside littering and dumping continues to be a thorn in the side of this 
division and the Town as a whole. We ask all citizens and businesses to work 
with the Town to tiy to eliminate this problem and to help keep Randolph 
clean. 

Sewer Division 


This division is staffed with 3 full time employees. The duties of this 
division include the daily maintenance of nearly 100 miles of sewer mains 
ranging in size from 6” — 36” and 9 sewer pumping stations. 

Bids were opened for the Vine Street sewer pump station improvements and 
I/I removal project. This station was originally built in the 1980’s and is in 
need of an upgrade to its mechanical and pumping systems. This project will 
be bid over the winter months. Sewer pump stations work 24 hours per day, 
365 days per year and are vital in moving sewage throughout our sanitary 
sewer system. The bid was awarded to the low bidder and work began early 
fall 2015 and will be completed in the spring of 2015. It is vital to continue to 
remove inflow and infiltration from entering our sewer system and increasing 
the flow that is metered by the MWRA. These meter readings are used to 
develop our annual sewer assessment which is now more than $6,000,000 per 
year. 

Removal of grease and disposable cleaning products from the sewer system 
continues to be a daily struggle for this division. All residents are urged to 
dispose of grease and cleaning products properly and not in the sewer 
system. The buildup of grease in sewer lines will eventually clog the line to 
the point where the lines will no longer flow and a backup will occur. When 
a backup occurs many times a sewer manhole will overflow in the street or in 
most cases the backup will find its way into a home or a business. Either way 
a costly cleanup ensues along with potential health and environmental risks. 

Water Division 


This division is staffed with 5 full time employees. The duties of this division 
include the daily maintenance of nearly 100 miles of water mains ranging in 
size from 2” to 24”, 1100 fire hydrants, and over 9000 services and meters. 
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In 2015 specifications were completed and sealed bids were opened for the 
continuation of the water mains improvement program in town. All water 
main improvements are done to improve water quality along with providing 
increased flows and pressure for fire protection. There still remains 
approximately 45,000 feet of 6” water mains that need cleaning and lining. 
The remaining work has been broken up into 3 projects of approximately 
15,000 feet. Funding for the first of the three projects was voted by the Town 
Council and work began in early summer on this work. Streets scheduled to 
be done in this first project are, Tileston Road, Garren Terrace, Beverly 
Terrace, Shirley Terrace, Willard Terrace, Centre Street extension, Wyman 
Road, Lancaster Road, East Druid Hill Ave, Desmond Road, Thayer Circle, 
Bartlett Road, Clark Street, Harris Street, and Essiembre Road . Funding will 
be requested in the 2017 and 2018 budgets to fund the final two phases of the 
project. 

The concept of a regional water treatment plant continued to progress slowly 
in 2015. The Towns of Braintree, Holbrook and Randolph are working to 
complete the design, gain financing, and construct this new treatment plant. 
The regional plant is the most economically feasible way to replace the aging 
water treatment plants in both Randolph/Holbrook, and Braintree, and all 
three towns voted to adopt the regional plant as opposed to tie-in with the 
MWRA water system. 

The project for the installation of new water meters town wide was ongoing 
and neared completion in the summer of 2015. This project began late spring 
in 2014. These new meters are outfitted with digital radio reading equipment 
that will allow the DPW to read meters more efficiently and allow the change 
from semi-annual billing to quarterly billing. Quarterly billing will provide 
users with a more manageable bill and also provide for earlier detection if a 
property has an internal water leak which in turn creates higher water 
consumption and a more costly utility bill. Migration from semi-annual 
billing to quarterly billing occurred in 2015. Any residence or business that 
did not respond to requests to have their water meter changed out is urged to 
contact the DPW office to schedule this work. 

The DPW remains committed to providing the highest level of service 
attainable with the dollars and manpower available to maintain our most 
valuable infrastructure for the people of Randolph. 

By the time this annual report is published I will no longer be the DPW 
Supt. as I am retiring in early 2016 after 41 years of service to the Town of 
Randolph with the last 22 years serving as the DPW Supt. I cannot begin to 
list all of the Town departments, Boards, and Committees that I have had the 
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privilege of working with and would like to say “thank you”. This thank 
you especially goes out to all of the outstanding DPW employees that I 
worked with and who supported me during my career. Without you I 
could not have done it! I have made many long lasting friendships as a 
result of my job and look forward to continuing them as I move into the next 
phase of my life. I want to thank the citizens of Randolph for allowing me to 
serve them for the past 41 years.

We have also completed our transition to an online permitting system. This 
great new system will allow applicants to apply for permits online, pay for 
them online, schedule inspections and check the status of their projects from 
their computer, I-Phone or Android. 


2016 has started out with multiple large scale projects at the same time. We 
have the Residences at Great Pond underway. This 242 units of market rate 
apartments will take approximately 2-years to complete. 
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We also have 3 municipal projects being done simultaneously. The new 
North Randolph Fire Station, Police Station Renovation and a large scale 
renovation to the Turner Free Library. 

Residential solar panels permits have gone through the roof so to speak and 
will do so for the foreseeable future. 

New housing starts are on the rise and renovation projects are as numerous as 
ever. 

All of the combined residential and commercial projects have added up to an 
astonishing $34.5 million in value to our community. 

As always, it takes a great team to make all of this work effectively and 
efficiently. 

We have principal clerk, Liz Bouche taking care of our office needs and 
Cheryl Witherspoon and Rick Monahan working with me on building 
inspections and code enforcement issues. 

The rest of the inspectional services staff includes, Robert Curran, as the 
Plumbing & Gas Inspector and Richard Sass, as the Electrical Inspector.

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REPORT OF THE 

ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER/ANIMAL INSPECTOR 

Established under Massachusetts general law chapter 140, sections 136 - 
174, the Animal Control Office responds to calls relating to wild and 
domestic animals that may be sick, injured or considered dangerous. This 
office has one employee who enforces all Federal, State, County and Town 
laws regarding animal cruelty as well as lost or abandoned animals. 

Over the past year, on average there were 6-8 calls and complaints per day 
which came to the attention of the Animal Control Officer. Among these 
calls there were: 

• Dog bites to humans and other animals. 

• Vicious dog hearings. 

• Loose and stray dogs. 

• Dogs and cats that were quarantined. 

• All animals that were tested for rabies were negative. 

• Barn inspections. 

• Above average number of dead animals were removed from streets 
and neighborhoods. 

• 1,571 dogs were licensed. 

The annual Rabies Clinic inoculated 203 dogs and cats. Revenues were 
donated to the Dick Bustard Memorial Fund for the care of stray and injured 
animals. 

Finally, 1 would like to thank the Police, Fire, Code Enforcement 
Department, Board of Health, School Departments, the Town Manager’s 
Office, the Animal Hospital, the Animal Rescue League and the MSPCA. I 
would also like to thank all those conscientious citizens who licensed their 
dogs. And, I would like to give special thanks to Kristin McDonald and 
Cheryl Sass from the Town Clerk’s Office as well as Lt. Charles Thistle, 
RPD.

Throughout the year, the Recreation Department continued providing a wide 
variety of programs for the community: February and April School Vacation 
Programs for grades K-6, a Boys and Girls Youth Basketball League, an 
instructional K-2 basketball program, a Father/Daughter Dance, theater 
productions, swim lessons, water aerobics and summer programs. During the 
Summer the Recreation Department runs four full day summer camps 
including a daily program for children ages 3-6, a daily program for K- 6 th 
graders, a teen program for 6 th -8 th graders, and for K-6 th graders for children 
with developmental disabilities. 
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FY 16 Recreation Revolving Income 
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Throughout the year the Recreation Department generated over $865,570. 
These funds are used to subsidize recreation programs, full-time and part- 
time staff, recreation facility maintenance, as well as utilities for the Zapustas 
Arena. 

New initiatives in FY 16 included Powers Farm Programs and the Cochato 
Challenge Course in Belcher Park. We are very proud of the success of the 
free programs at Powers Farm. Each day Wednesday-Sunday, Recreation 
Staff administered free programs ranging from kayak lessons to guided trail 
walks to historic tours. In addition to free programs daily kayak and canoe 
rentals were also available. The Cochatto Challenge Course in Belcher Park 
was constructed in December 2014 in partnership with the “Our Common 
Backyards” Grant and Community Preservation. This low ropes challenge 
course has changed the landscape of Belcher Park by offering active 
recreation to all residents of Randolph in a picturesque setting 

The Recreation Department would like to thank our staff including the 
seasonal summer staff, the Randolph Community Pool lifeguards, the 
Zapustas Arena Rink and Snack Bar staff. Furthermore, I would like to offer 
my sincere appreciation for all the hard work from the Recreation 
Department full time staff; Keri Sullivan, Robyn Rinehart, Brendan Sullivan 
and Terri Phinney. 


ELDER AFFAIRS DEPARTMENT 

Randolph Elder Affairs enhances the quality of life for Randolph residents 
who are at least 60 years old, as mandated by the Older American Act. Our 
goal is to provide for the physical, social, and emotional needs of seniors, 
helping them to lead independent, stimulating and self-reliant lives at home. 
Our Outreach Program and Senior Center provide a central delivery system 
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for information, a wide variety of programs, transportation to and from 
medical facilities, as well as a social gathering spot for seniors.

In May, the Elder Affair and Recreation Department worked together to 
bring the 2 nd Annual Senior Olympics to Randolph. Over 125 seniors 
participated in a variety of activities ranging from a 2 mile walk to shot put to 
bowling. 

Over the course of the year, grant money was used to provide two Outreach 
Workers, a Bi-lingual Friendly Visitor, Bi-Lingual Caregiver Support 
Services, office support staff, and over 20 programs or events. Additionally, 
a variety of grants cover medical transportation using our two senior vans 
and/or South Shore Community Action Council vans. 


We have held many events to support our seniors. In February, we celebrated 
the Chinese New Year. We organized a Community Health Fair in 
September offering seniors a wide range of services in one location. In 
October we held our first Halloween Party with scary stories and even a 
costume contest. To close out the year, we were honored to host John 
Moriarty playing the piano at our Senior Christmas Pizza Party. All of these 
events were offered at little to no cost. In addition to these events the Elder 
Affair Department is an active participant in many Town-Wide events 
including the Night Before the 4 th Parade, Harvest Hoopla, and Winterfest. 

We would like to thank Panera Bread and Sudbury Farms for their continued 
support of the “Bread Program”, which offers free bakery items at the Senior 
Center on Monday, Wednesday and Friday. We would like recognize the 
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work of Gerry Good the COA President, along with the rest of the Council 
on Aging as well as Brenda Margolis and the President of the Friends of the 
Randolph Seniors. I would also like to express my sincere gratitude towards 
the Joanne Coffman and the rest staff and volunteers of the James M. Hurley 
Senior and Veterans’ Center for all their hard work and dedication to helping 
the seniors of this community.

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REPORT OF THE SEALER OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES 

The ultimate goal of the Sealer of Weights and Measures is to “Create Equity 
in the Marketplace.” The marketplace in Randolph included inspections at 48 
business locations using weighing and measuring devices, and this generated 
$7,687 in sealing and inspection fees delivered to the town’s general fund. 

There were 94 scales, 26 weights, 11 reverse redemption machines, 231 
gasoline and diesel meters, 4 spring-water meters and 2 vehicle tank meter 
inspected, tested, and sealed for the year 2015. By making adjustments to the 
devices found to be out of tolerance, and using the standard reporting form 
developed by the State Division of Standards to calculate the consumer and 
merchant savings impact report, the consumers of Randolph were saved 
$1630.45 over the year 2015. 

Also, as Sealer, during the year, I attended three training seminars conducted 
by the Eastern Massachusetts Weights and Measures Association and the 
Massachusetts Weights & Measures Associations held at various locations 
throughout the State.

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REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 

This has been a active year for the Historical Commission in its duties of 
preserving the artifacts of Randolph's history, including its built environment, 
reviewing properties proposed for demolition under the Town's Demolition 
Bylaw, and educating Randolph residents about our town's rich history. The 
Commission particularly sought to begin implementation of the Town's 
Historic Preservation Plan, completed in mid-2013. 

Historic Preservation 

A Historic District Study Committee : The Historic District Study 
Committee, approved and appointed in 2014, was finally called into 
being at the end of May of 2015. This committee has been tasked 
with investigating the feasibility of creating one or more historic 
districts consistent with the recommendations of the Historic 
Preservation Plan, but particularly focused on a potential local 
historic district on North Main Street. This was an area that had been 
proposed for for a district in 2003, but it was withdrawn from 
consideration at that year's town meeting due to flaws in the 
proposed district legislation. The committee has been at work for 
much of the past several months, researching the value of historic 
districts, and reviewing historic district bylaws for surrounding 
communities that would be applicable for use in Randolph. The 
Committee plans to present their results in the spring of 2016, and to 
report to the Town Council with their recommendations before the 
end of the fiscal year. 

A Historic Properties Survey Project - Phase IV : The town was 
successful in applying for a third time for a Massachusetts Historical 
Commission Survey and Planning Grant for the purpose of surveying 
and recording an additional 100 historic properties, including 
Central, Oakland, and St. Mary's cemeteries. Under the terms of the 
state grant, the $10,500 grant appropriation is to be a 50% 
reimbursement of the $21,000 grant appropriated for the project by 
the Town's Community Preservation Committee. In June, a 
consultant RFP was prepared, and the contract was awarded to 
preservation consultant and architectural historian Kathleen Kelly 
Broomer of Wayland, MA. Ms. Broomer has worked with the 
Historical Commission on the three previous phases of the project, so 
is familiar with the historical built landscape, and the resources 
available for research, enabling her to tackle a few extra properties in 
addition to the number established by the RFP. The research is 
expected to be completed in the Spring of 2016, and a presentation 
made to the Town in June of the results of Ms. Broomer’s research. 
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x Historic Preservation as a part of Public Planning : With several 
commercial and municipal redevelopment projects taking place in 
2015, the Historical Commission has asked to be included as a 
formal part of the process of community re-development. Under the 
Town's Historic Preservation Plan, such projects should take into 
consideration the affect of development on the historic resources and 
preservation efforts of the Town as part of the planning process. The 
Commission looks forward to assisting Town planning officials and 
departments with future municipal and commercial developments 

that the Town has planning or review oversight.

Demolition Review 

x Demolition Review of 19 Highland Avenue, the Chase and Sons 

Corporation Complex: In mid-September, the Historical Commission 
received an Application for Determination of Historical Significance 
from Chase Corporation for their facility at 19 Highland Avenue. 
Commission members made a site visit in late September at the 
invitation of Chase Corporation representatives. The factory 
complex presented challenges to the Historical Commission in 
making their determination. One of the buildings is one of the last 
intact surviving shoe factories from the post Civil War era. The 
Commission had desired to preserve this significant building, but 
Chase Corporation requested a unitary determination for the entire 
entity. At a special meeting, the Commission made a preliminary 
determination that due to the significance of the shoe factory, and the 
significance of the complex to Randolph's industrial history, that it 
was historically significant, and that a public hearing would need to 
be held to determine whether the facility was to be considered 
“preferably preserved” and subject to a 6 month demolition delay. 
At the public hearing, held on October 27 th , the Commission's initial 
findings were reviewed, along with testimony from representatives 
of Chase Corporation, the Fire Chief, and residents abutting the site. 
At the hearing it was revealed that the site was a brownfields site and 
under remediation for hazardous materials that were in the ground, 
and that there were other materials in the buildings for which 
environmental remediation would need to be done before the 
buildings could be taken down. Given the unlikely prospect of any of 
the buildings being able to be sold or preserved with the hazardous 
materials present, and the hazards of fighting any potential fire at the 
empty complex, the Historical Commission voted to determine that 
the buildings, while historically significant, were not considered as 
“preferably preserved”, and that a demolition permit could be issued 
for the buildings, provided that they owners met the other criteria of 
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site remediation that local and state authorities might require. 

x Demolition Review of 214 South Main Street : The Historical 
Commission received a second Application for Determination of 
Historical Significance for the demolition of the historic building at 
214 South Main Street. The owner, who lived in the house, wanted to 
tear down the house and its distinctive wrap around porch and 
gazebo, due to severe deterioration of the building over the years that 
the petitioner was caring for his wife, who died after a long illness. 
While he initially wanted to restore the house, the cost of repairing 
the house was greater than the cost of demolition of the house and 
construction of a new building. Because the building was listed on 
the Massachusetts Cultural Resource Inventory Survey (MACRIS), 
the building was determined to be historically significant, requiring a 
public hearing to be held on January 22, 2016. Commission members 
visited the house, built around 1870, on January 19 th , and saw 
considerable structural damage and damage to several elements of 
the building's historic fabric. At the public hearing, it was 
determined that it would be difficult to sell the house in its present 
state, and to impose a six month moratorium on demolition would be 
a hardship to the property owner living on the property, and would 
only delay the inevitability of the demolition. It was determined that 
the building, while historic, was not considered as “preferably 
preserved”, and directed the Town's Building Inspector to issue a 
demolition permit for the building. 

A The Commission received two other requests for demolition reviews 
in 2015, but both were considerably less than the 100 year threshold 
established in the Demolition bylaw as a trigger for formal review. 
With the drying up of open space for new construction, and an 
improving economy, the Commission anticipates that it will receive 
many more requests for reviews of historic buildings, and that in 
coming years they will need to hold 2-4 public hearings as a result of 
such reviews. This will require an increase in the Historical 
Commission budget to cover the cost of advertising and notifications 
needed for these public hearings. The Commission hopes that it can 
work pro-actively with property owners to find ways to maintain the 
historical integrity of their historic buildings to minimize the need 
for demolitions of the town's dwindling resource of historic 
buildings.

Education 

A Civil War Encampmcnl/Oakland Cemetery Dedication : The living 
history encampment was favored with excellent weather, and fair 
public turnout. The soldiers of the 22 nd Mass, were invited by 
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Veterans Council Chairman Bill O'Connell to participate in a re¬ 
dedication of the Oakland Cemetery, which had recently been 
cleaned up, and many broken gravestones restored, including those 
of several Civil War soldiers. Mr. O'Connell was instrumental in 
procuring the funding and overseeing this important work. The 
Historical Commission Chairman/Town Historian gave a history of 
the cemetery and the Civil War soldiers interred there, thanks to the 
research efforts of Historical Commission member Lynn Feingold. A 
display of Civil War memorabilia and soldier's stories was held at 
Stetson Hall. On Sunday, the 22 nd Mass, participated in ceremonies 
at the George Mason Lovering Memorial on Union St., and at 
Lovering's grave at Union Cemetery in Holbrook. With the recent 
discoveiy by Holbrook historian Richard Dean of the grave of one of 
a Randolph soldier in the U.S. Colored Infantiy, it is hoped that a 
future ceremony can be held at the cemetery to honor his memory as 
well. 

X Historical House Markers: The Historical Commission has re¬ 
instated the Historic House Marker program after a hiatus of several 
years. Through a collaborative effort with Robert Leonard of Ould 
Colony Sign Makers, The Historical Commission will assist home 
owners who wish to purchase a marker for their historic home with 
research, especially if it is not yet recorded in the state's MACRIS 
database. For more information, residents should contact the 
Historical Commission at 781-963-9645, or hcooke4@verizon.net. 

A Historical Wayside Markers: Because of the many projects that the 
Historical Commission was involved with over the past year, and the 
lack of funding, action on the Historical Wayside Markers planned 
for several locations in Randolph was temporarily suspended. It is 

hoped that work can resume on them in 2106, with installation later 
in the year. 

A Historical blog interview by the Turner Free Library In December 
the Chairman of the Historical Commission was interviewed by 
Library Director Meaghan James for the Library's blog site. In the 
hour long interview. Chairman Hemy Cooke discussed many aspects 
of the town's rich and varied history, and the Historical 
Commission's efforts to make the town's many historical resources 
more readily available to local students, scholars, and residents. 

The Commission looks forward to following up on the accomplishments of 
2015 in several areas: 

X Completing and publishing the surveys of Randolph's oldest 
buildings and burial grounds 

X Continued monitoring of local historic buildings, providing proactive 
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assistance and resources to encourage careful preservation of the 
town's dwindling stock of historic buildings. 

A Completion of research on additional historic wayside markers at 
select sites in the town, with fabrication and installation on a funds 
available basis. 

^ Partnering with the Turner Free Library in the preservation and 
digitization of select town documents, possibly offering an internship 
program to a local graduate student of archives management. 
x Assisting in the planning and implementation of a third Civil War 
encampment at Powers f arm Park. This program will be supported, 
in part, through a grant from the Randolph Cultural Council, a local 
agency that is supported by the Massachusetts Cultural Council, a 
state agency. 
x 

In all of these plans, the Historical Commission solicits the active 
involvement and support ol the wider community, for only by working 
together can Randolph's rich and remarkable history be preserved and passed 
on for the benellt of f uture generations

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE STETSON SCHOOL FUND 


The Trustees of the Stetson School Fund, as custodians and stewards for the 
town's most historic and iconic public building, are pleased to report to the 
town on the state of Stetson Hall. 

This was a year of change for the Board of Trustees. Trustee Ira Greene 
stepped down after eight years of service. His seat was filled by Christos 
Alexopoulos who was elected in November. Joe Mulligan's fifteen year 
tenure on the Trustees came to an end when Sheila Burgess Hill was elected. 
When Ms. Hill was unable to take her seat on the Board, Mr. Mulligan 
agreed to return to the Board, and was unanimously chosen by a joint vote of 
the Town Council and the Stetson Trustees at the end of January 2016. The 
Trustees thank Mr. Greene and Mr. Mulligan for their devoted service to the 
town as they oversaw the renovations to Stetson Hall, and helped to guide it 
through its new phase of operation with lease offices on the first floor and a 
variety of cultural, community, and function activities in the second floor 
hall. 

The Trustees offset the approximately $80,000 annual operating cost of 
Stetson Hall by a combination of office rentals and function rentals, along 
with a lease of space in the attic and cupola to T-Mobile for a cellular 
communications site. In 2014 it was determined that some of the office lease 
rates had not been reviewed for four years or more, and steps have been 
taken to bring them up to the current lease rate. A similar process will be 
undertaken in 2016 with the cell site lease. 

Functions and community events continue to be an important part of the 
activities at Stetson Hall, with 62 events taking place during 2015: 

A 11 Wedding Receptions 
A 15 Performing Arts Events 
x 10 Community Events 
A 26 Other Rental Events 

The increasing success of Stetson Hall as a function venue, and location for 
meetings and other activities has created challenges to the unpaid Board of 
Trustees in managing it all. In mid-2015, the Artisans at Stetson Hall began 
to assist the Trustees in showing the hall to potential clients, and overseeing 
setup of functions as part of their own use of an office for their galleiy/shop 
space. A recent effort by the Town to find a person to coordinate and oversee 
activities at several Town facilities, including Stetson Hall, did not 
materialize as planned. The Trustees plan to explore the hiring of a facilities 
function manager for Stetson Hall in 2016 whose responsibilities might 
eventually be expanded to include other town facilities. 
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In February, Stetson Mall, like the rest of Randolph, had to dig out from 
several major snowstorms, the last of which occurred shortly before the 
performances of the I .idle Theater of Stoughton, who have made Stetson Hall 
their temporary home for the past couple of years. The Trustees wish to 
sincerely thank the workers of the DPW and retired Superintendent David 
Zecchini for their tremendous elforts at snow removal, as well as their more 
general efforts during the rest of the year to keep the environs of the Hall 
looking green and attractive. 

Another contributor to the beautification of Stetson Hall is the Randolph 
Garden Club, who began a program of replacing many of the old and 
overgrown plantings around the building with new, hardy flowering and 
ornamental plantings. They hope to have the work largely completed in 2016. 
The Trustees sincerely thank them for their efforts to enhance the visual 
landscape around the I lall. 

Perhaps the most significant project undertaken by the Trustees in 2015 was 
the painting of the exterior of Stetson Hall. Using a historic preservation 
grant from the Community Preservation Fund, the Trustees, working with 
Building Inspector Ronald Finn, developed project documents and bid the 
project in late January 2015. The contract was awarded to low bidder M.L. 
Painting Co. of Fitchburg, who began the work in May, and completed it in 
early June, freshening the appearance of this venerable building and 
protecting it from the elements for several more years. 

Looking ahead to 2016, the Trustees have identified the following projects 
for the building, completing some of the work left unfinished from 2015 and 
earlier, enhancing the beauty and energy efficiency of the Hall, and providing 
for the future economic vitality of the building: 

x Repair and refinish deck, steps, and walkway at east end of the Hall 
x Remove old paint from deck and steps at west end of Hall 
x Installation of an electrical generator to furnish emergency power to 
Stetson I lall in the event of an outage due to storms or accident. 
x Install Reproductions of the historic Red Velvet Draperies in the Hall 
for energy conservation and room darkening for business and other 
meetings 

x Install Reproductions of the original 1893 Electric Chandeliers in the 
Hall 

The last two items were originally planned as part of the rehabilitation 
project in 2007-8, but funds originally allocated for them had to be used for 
structural repairs and other higher priority items. Funds raised by the Save 
Stetson Hall group are still available, and the Trustees hope to secure a 
Community Preservation grant to complete these items that will enhance this 
historic and elegant space, making it even more attractive for special events. 
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In closing, the Trustees thank the people of Randolph for their continuing 
support and ideas. We are honored to be entrusted with the stewardship of 
this iconic symbol of Randolph pride, and will continue to strive to make it 
an attractive and productive part of the life of our community.

Chairman Zoning Board of Appeals 
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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 

The Conservation Commission is the official agency specifically charged 
with the protection of a community’s natural resources. A Conservation 
Commission (ConCom) also advises other municipal officials and boards on 
conservation issues that relate to their areas of responsibility. The 
Commission, under the powers of the Wetlands Protection Act 
(Massachusetts General Law c.131, 40) and the Town of Randolph's 
Wetlands Bylaw (Article 196), functions to regulate work in or near wetlands 
and river resource areas and works towards the acquisition and management 
of Conservation Land. 

The ConCom issued 9 Orders of Conditions and 6 Determinations of 
Applicability in 2015 for new construction and residential projects. An Order 
of Conditions is designed to protect wetland and river resource areas by 
regulating construction in the buffer zone. The Building Department notified 
the ConCom of all applications from residents and developers for new 
dwellings, additions to existing buildings, new or enlarged decks and the 
installation of pools. The ConCom investigates each site to identify wetland 
issues and assist residents with the permit process under Wetlands Protection, 
M.G.L. c. 131, §40. 

The Conservation Commission is currently looking at progressive ways to 
control invasive plants which are overtaking Randolph’s wetland resource 
areas and to address stormwater issues that will help protect our rivers, 
streams, and the wildlife associated with these waterways. 

The Town of Randolph Conservation Commission consists of a group of four 
volunteer members, and a conservation agent.

The playground at the former Tower Hill School has not been maintained 
since the site was closed as an early childhood center. However, the 
playground continues to be used by the residents of the Lafayette/High Street 
area. To make the playground safer, new mulch, sand and swings are needed 
along with the sanding and repainting of some areas of the play structures. 

Committee’s Comments: 


Whereas the CPC has made commitments in the past to support and 
maintain the recreation and playground equipment around Town and 
the maintenance done now will prolong the life of the equipment and 
provide safe recreational opportunities for the residents in the Lafayette 
/High Street area, the CPC feels this project meets the guidelines of the 
CPA and supports the project for funding. This is a wonderful 
playground that specifically serves both toddler and kindergarten age 
children. 
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Bicycle Trail Ma ster Plan_ ($75M0-General) 

This project would develop n master plan for the Town that results in an 
actionable, prioritized plan that guides the Town in implementing 
infrastructure that improves connectivity between parks, employment and 
recreational centers, residential areas and regional trails to promote bicycling 
and walking for transportation and recreation. 

Committee’s Comments: 

Whereas the Town has made a commitment to existing parks increasing 
their use by residents and visitors, and many of the destinations are not 
connected with any access point, the CPC feels this plan would facilitate 
the development of those connections providing ease of non-vehicular 
access to those parcels. In addition, this plan would assist in the Safe 
Routes to School initiative including integration of biking routes with 
public transportation promoting a healthy lifestyle, therefore the CPC 
feels this project meets the guidelines of the CPA and supports the 
project for funding. 

RCMS/Youim School Tennis Courts _ ($105M0-General) 

Since the tennis courts at the JI'K School were converted into basketball 
courts, the tennis courts at the RCMS and the Young School have gained in 
popularity and are constantly in use. Other than small patches to the courts, 
they have not been professionally serviced in over 15 years. The RHS 
Tennis Team uses the RCMS courts for the games and practices. The court 
surfaces will be leveled out, cracks repaired and filled with an acrylic sealant, 
then repainted, relined, poles that hold up the nets will either be repaired or 
replaced depending on their condition and surrounding fencing will be 
repaired. 

Committee’s Comments: 

Whereas the I own and the CPC have made commitments to support 
recreational opportunities for the residents of Town, and these courts 
have not been properly serviced in at least 15 years, and the courts have 
suffered further damage after this winter, the CPC feels this project 
meets the guidelines of the CPA and supports the project for funding. 
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Town Planner -- ($28.017- Gmeraj ) 

The Town Planner provides assistance to the CPC, Town Manager and 
Planning Board in support of the strategic goals of the Town Council through 
local and regional efforts. They manage the community and economic 
development efforts of the Town through a wide range of coordination and 
cooperation with departments, citizens, outside agencies, and other 
stakeholders. The Planner is responsible for supporting the activities of the 
Planning Board, the Community Preservation Committee and the Economic 
Development and Strategic Planning Committees of the Town Council. 

Committee’s Comments: 

Whereas the CPC has made a continued commitment to fund the 
position of the Town Planner as we feel that this position is both critical 
to this Committee and the Town. This year the Committee is funding 
part of this position and the Town will supplement the remainder of the 
salary. The position has been a tremendous success and has been 
invaluable to the Town Manager, the Town Council, the Planning Board 
and the Community Preservation Committee. This position will continue 
to have a positive impact on the future development of our Town. 

O pen Space & Master Plan __ ($20MMz Generali 

The Master Plan was completed in 1999, accepted by Town Meeting in 2000 
and has not been updated since. The Open Space & Recreation Plan was 
developed in November 2000, and updated in 2009, but is no longer an 
“active plan,” making the Town ineligible for state/federal funds relative to 
open space & recreation. The Master Plan serves as an actionable plan 
driving decisions for transportation and traffic, community facilities, 
neighborhoods and housing, parks and open space, land use, conservation 
land and the overall development in the Town. Typically Master Plans are 
updated eveiy 10 years and may be required for the receipt of any 
state/federal funding. 

Committee’s Comments: 

Whereas both the open space & recreation and master plans will help 
guide recommendations and decisions that affect the overall community 
and the CPC; the Town will benefit when applying for federal/state 
funding which we may not be eligible based on the current plans being 
out-of-date, the CPC feels this project meets the guidelines of the CPA 
and supports the project for funding. The two plans will help drive the 
agenda for the CPC for years to come, especially in affordable housing. 
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Grove Street Tra il _ ( $60QMQz Bond) 

This project includes the installation of an 8’ wide trail system that begins at 
Grove Street (between 

#115 Grove and II I 17 Grove), travels through the varied ecosystems within 
the property and connects to an existing trail network on Powers Farm. The 
proposed boardwalk system that would traverse the wettest parts of the site 
are to be constructed of pressure treated timber with helical pier foundations 
that minimize obstruction of Hood plain storage capacity and native soil 
disturbance. The pathway is to navigate the site in a manner that minimizes 
vegetation removal and that takes advantage of areas where tussock sedge is 
less than 18-20" in height. Project costs include erosion control mechanisms, 
vegetation removal, construction of the trail and boardwalk, signage, 
permitting, etc.. 

Committee’s Comments: 

Whereas the CPC and the Town have made commitments to Powers 
Farm, this project entails the design and construction of a trail and 
boardwalk system to connect the Goldstein Open Space parcel to Powers 
Farm through a 1.35 acre lot the Town acquired in 2013 specifically for 
this goal, the residents would be able to enjoy the natural environment 
and open space remaining in Town while promoting healthy lifestyles, 
the CPC feels this projects meets the guidelines of the CPA and supports 
the project for funding. 

Bond Payment_ ($375,773) 

The Finance Director has determined a bond payment of $375,773 this year. 
The current debt of $2,875,000 for the land purchase of Powers Farm, the 
Rent Property, the Daly Property and the construction of Powers Farm Phase 
One and Phase Two is scheduled for a 10-year payoff. 

Committee’s Comments: 

Whereas the Committee must pay the obligated amount on any CPC 
related bonding, the committee recommends this year’s bond payment 
of $375,773. 
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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK & REGISTRAR’S 

The past twelve months brought a significant number of important changes to 
election laws in Massachusetts. You can now register to vote on-line as long 
as you have a valid ID from the Registry of Motor Vehicles - this allows us 
to have a valid signature on-file for each voter. In 2016, both 16 and 17 year 
olds will be able to pre-register to vote and can cast a ballot once they turn 18 
years of age. After every Presidential Election, there will be a post-audit of 3 
percent of all precincts in the state to ensure that voting machines are 
working accurately. 

The biggest change of all is Early Voting before state elections. While voters 
could always vote by absentee ballot if they were going to be absent on 
Election Day, now they can choose to cast a ballot based on personal 
preference. The first test of the law is this year, but municipalities are still 
waiting on state regulations on how to implement the law. Will early voters 
use a similar absentee ballot process by casting a ballot and placing it in an 
envelope that will be sent to the precinct to be counted on Election Day? Or, 
will early voters check-in and check-out and cast a ballot that will counted 
before Election Day? Can a remote Early Voting location be approved as 
some Town Clerk’s offices do not have the necessaiy office space to 
accommodate the process? 

The State Department of Public Health’s initiative of issuing death 
certificates through an online portal is now complete. While there are always 
going to be bumps in the road with a new system, they were minimal. The 
entire process from the doctor, burial agent, funeral home and the Town 
Clerk s office is now completely computer based which has reduced the time 
it takes to issue a certificate. The state is getting closer to state-wide 
availability of all vital records. They have started to enter birth records into 
the system, which would be a great help to communities. It would also help 
residents, many who lived in Boston when they or their children were born. 

The town election had three ballot questions. One ballot question asked the 
voters to allow an annual salary of $5,000 for the Town Council. The final 
two questions dealt with the membership and authority of the licensing 
board. The Town Council served as the Licensing Board when the Charter 
first passed. A ballot question in 2013 split licensing between the Licensing 
Board and the Town Council. The license board had authority over common 
victualler and entertainment licenses. The Town Council retained authority 
over liquor licenses. Because the authority was spilt, some businesses were 
required to go before two boards depending on the licenses needed for them 
to operate. The two ballot questions would allow voters an opportunity to 
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consolidate all licensing matters to either the Town Council or Licensing 
Board. Ultimately, the voters chose to place the licensing authority under the 
Licensing Board. 

The hallmark of any office that serves the public should be excellent 
customer service. The Town Clerk & Registrar office is the first window 
most residents see when they come to Town Hall and we serve as the phone 
operator to the building. My staff is top-notch and truly believes in 
delivering top tier customer service to all. We assist everyone professionally. 
I would like to thank my office staff for their continued professionalism in 
meeting the needs of the public - Kristin McDonald, Cheryl Sass, Chris 
LaCerda and Betty Bertrand.

Town Election - November 3,2015 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 

The Board of Assessors would like to thank the staff for keeping the office 
running in a professional manner particularly during the latter part of the year 
when the office was without a full time assessor. Work was completed and 
the tax rate was set in a timely manner. 

Sales statistics clearly showed that the majority of residential parcels 
increased in value as evidenced by the average single family home being 
assessed at $260,500 in FY2016 versus $243,500 in 2015. The total assessed 
valuation of the Town increased to $2,889,883,245. 

Most of the new construction in Town was in the residential sector and this 
trend will most likely continue in 2016. As of January 1, 2015 the Town had 
1 0,020 parcels including 7,167 single family homes, 1,531 condominiums 
and 491 two family homes, 21 three family and 323 commercial/ industrial 
parcels. The remaining parcels were apartments, vacant or mix use. 

The legal file was updated by entering 667 recorded deeds and identifying all 
arm s length sales for sales analysis. The updated deeds were used in 
preparing abutters’ lists for hearings before various boards and committees. 

SoLn UeStl ° nnaireS W6re mailed t0 every deed showin g an amount over 

10 , 000 . 

In-addition to maintaining the parcel data base by reviewing all of the 999 
building permits which included measuring and listing all new construction 
adding or deleting parcels per recorded plans and making other data changes 
as necessary, the staff had to review all of the applications for exemption or 
abatements. Form of Lists are sent out on all Personal Property Accounts 
Income and Expense Forms were sent out on all commercial and industrial 
parcels to be used in the income capitalization valuation process. ABC forms 
for exempt properties were also sent out. 

The following were processed: 943 motor vehicle excise bill abatements- 34 
statutoiy exemptions for seniors 70 or older (within certain income levels)- 
3 clause 18 (hardship); 176 exemptions for veterans with a disability rating- 
113 overvaluation applications; 18 Clause 37 (blind); 20 senior work-off 
abatements and 102 community preservation abatements. 

The tax classification hearing was held on November 23 2015 and the 
Sjrf] ad «pt ed a shift of 1.70. This resulted in a residential tax rate for 
r Y2016 of $17.39 per thousand dollars of assessed valuation and a 
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commercial/industrial/personal property tax rate of $33.16 per thousand 
dollars of assessed valuation. 

The Board and stall arc looking forward to working with a full-time assessor 
after the 1 sl of the year.

Randolph Real Estate Activity Report 
January 1,2015 - December 31,2015 

During 2015, real estate activity in Randolph saw increases in both total sales 
volume and average sales price. 

There was a 14% increase in documents recorded at the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds from the town of Randolph in 2015. 5,779 land documents 
were recorded versus 5,076 in 2014. 

The total volume of real estate sales in Randolph during 2015 was 
$223,613,778, a 108% increase from 2014. The average sale price of homes 
and commercial property was up 85% in Randolph. The average sale was 
$496,919. 

The number of mortgages recorded (1,065) on Randolph properties in 2015 
was up 18% from the previous year. However, total mortgage indebtedness 
decreased by 52% to $397,116,515 during the same period. 

There were 28 foreclosure deeds filed against Randolph properties during 
2015, representing an 8% increase from the previous year when there were 
26 foreclosure deeds filed.
